SIR, 


HE doétrines of the bow-ftring; and 
of inoculating in the fmall-pox, are 
both of Mahometan original, and can 
i never fuita free born Englith conftitu- 
MI tion : they are a fort of laying an Ex- 
f cife upon our bodies, contrary to the 
laws both of nature, and of providence. 
As to the bow-ftring, thofe that are weary of their lives, 
may make ufe of a penny cord inftead of it: and fhould 
ft ever be impofed on them, that are not in the humour 
to be choaked, I humbly conceive, nature Would be apt 
ta rebell. But that the wild whim of inoculation fhould 
prevail, as it has done, in Great Britain, is wonderfully 
to be wondered at: tho’ the beft of it is, the peoples 
eyes are now more open, and the prattice declines. 

If it be faid, in its defence, that many of the learned, the 
noble, and the wife are for it, I anfwer, that many of the 
learned, the noble, and the wife, are againft it too. But if 
all fuch were for it; if it be not lawful, that would not 
juftify, or excnfe the practice. Great men are not always 
wife; nor are we to follow a multitude, to do evil: and 
till the advocates for this fort of man-flaughter, can 
produce fome text out of the word of God, to warrant, 
or juftify, our giving ourfelves a diftemper, that poffli- 
bly we may never have, or not till a more proper fea- 
fon, when the humours and blood are better difpofed, 
and nature better fortified to bear the attack (which none 
but the Almighty can tell) I fay till the advocates for 
it, can do this, they do nothing. Would not he be 
Jaugh’d at, that fhould pull out a found tooth, for fear it 
would ake, or be rotten hereafter ? —— or would thefe 
gentlemen, if the plague was amongft us, inoculate for 
that? I believe they would not: tho’ the reafons for do- 
ing, or not doing, the one, or the other, feem to be 
much the fame. 

Did none ever die, that were inoculated ; or if an in- 
oculation from a very good diftinét fort, always produced 
it’s like, and not an ugly confluent kind, as is common- 
ly the cafe ; or if with the fmall-pox, no,other diftem- 
per was inoculated, (as the grand-pox, leprofy, the e- 
vil, Gc.) which cannot be avoided, if the patient, from 
whom the pocky virus was taken, was infetted there- 
with, and which, to my knowledge, has been commu- 
nicated to the patient inoculated thereby ; I fay, if the 
inoculators could boait of thefe things, fomething might 
be pleaded for the practice; but ‘till they can do that, 
Jet them lay their hand upon their mouth, and forbear 
to preceed. ——— ——— they may fneer, when [I ask, 
how can we pray for a blefling, on the means for our re- 
covery out of that condition, whereinto we have will- 
fully, and on fet purpofe, brought ourfelves. How 
many lives have bein loit this way? how many eldeit 
fons, and only daughters, of the rich and noble, have 
been hurried into eternity, let the mourning, inconfoleable 
parents declare, that have drank of this bitter cup! And 
let us inquire of any fuch, if they wauld recommend in- 
oculation to any other parent? it needs no great cun- 
ning to forefee, that they would abhor the very thoughts 
of it: in fhort, it is a fort of ftaking our childrens lives 
at hazard. It is true, it is the intention that conftitutes 
the act of murder: but if lives, loft by inoculation, be 
not man-flaughter (be the intention never {o innocent) 
‘Iam ata Jofs, what name to give it. 

Here I inoculate my fon; he dies: you muft own, 
he had not died, if he had not been inoculated: I have 
gamed away my fon’s life ; and what can I fay for my- 
felf? but, fill’d with remorfe, go mourning to my grave, 
and hate myfelf, for my inadvertent folly, if not wicked- 
nefs, and how fuch rafhnefs may be accounted for 
another day, let the guilty take care, and prepare for an 
anfwer. 

I know it is commonly boafted, that very few that are 
inoculated dye, in comparifon of thofe, that take the 
diftemper the natural way. 











Be it fo, but if only one 
has died, yet that one had not died, if he had not been 
inoculated ; and who muit be charged with the lofs of 
that one life ? But the reafon why the numbers are fo un- 
equal, that die either way, is very eafy to be accounted 
for. Thofe that are inoculated, are of the young, the 
healthy, and the rich, whofe bodies are prepared for the 
operation, and in the diftemper have all the help, that art 
and affluence can give. But the greateft part of thofe 
that take it, and die the natural way, are either aged, 


or difeafed, or poor, and want neceffaries, or have bad 
nurfes; or have no phyficiah to attend them, or have im- 
proper medicines adminiftered to them, or are obftinate, 
and will not be govérn’d. Let our inoculators try their 
fuccefs, upon the indigent, in the by-lanes and allies, 
in this great city, where feveral poor families inhabit in 
oné houfe; and where, perhaps a man and his wife, and 
2 or 3 {mall children, lye all ina cold room, in one forry 
bed, covered orily with an old forry rug, and half a 
blanket, wanting the common comforts of Ife: I fay, 
let our inoculators try their skill and fuccefs there, and 
then let them tell nofes; ahd compare the numbers that 
die, either way; otherwife let them ceafe to boaft. 

But if they will needs take the Almighty’s work out 
of his hands, inftead of inoculating, (whereby they ha- 
zard giving the patient other diftempers, with the 
{mall-pox) jet him be had into a chamber, where a young 
perfon has a very good fort, of the diftiné& kind, and 
take hischance that way. Tho’ this, to me, feems unjuft- 
ifiable, and not to be done, without incurring guilt, 
and hazarding a life, over which we have no power, by 
giving the perfona diftemper, which perhaps, he might 
never have had, all his life long; or however, not till 
nature had been better able, to encounter the pocky fer- 
ment; or (which is more than all) not till providence 
faw fit, which, above all things (furely) ought to be re- 
garded : for it is one thing to truft providence, and ano- 
ther thing to tempt it. Iam yours,

To the preceding Paper, it was thought proper to fub- 
join the following thort hiftory of inoculation, pretended 
to be written by the famous Monficur De VotTaire 5 and 
to add a few foort Remarks. 

‘ The Circaffians being poor, and having beautiful 
* daughters, trade chiefly in them. They furnifh with 
‘ beauties the feraglios of the Turkifh Sultan, of the 
* Perfian Sophy, and of thofe who are wealthy enough 
‘ to purchafe and maintain fuch precious merchandize. 
‘ Thefe maidens are very honourably and virtuoufly in- 
‘ ftruéted to fondle and carefs men, and repeat their 
‘ leffon to their mothers, in the fame manner as little 
‘ girls among us repeat their catechiim, without under- 
« ftanding one word they fay. Now it often happened, 
‘ that aftera father and mother had taken the utmoft 
‘ care of the education of their children, they were 
‘ fruftrated of all their hopes in an inftant. The fmall 
pox getting into a family, one daughter died of it, ano- 
ther loft an eye, a third had a great nofe at her reco- 
very, and the unhappy parents were compleatly ruin’d. 
* The Circaffians obierv’d, that fcarce one of a thoufand 
* was ever attack’d by a {mall-pox of a violent kind ; that 
‘ fome indeed had this diftemper very favourably three or 
‘ four times, but never twice fo as to prove fatal, or ina 
* violent degree; that when it is of the mildet fort, and 
‘ the puitles have only a tender, delicate skin to break thro’, 
they never leave the leaft {car in the face. Hence they 
concluded, that in cafe an infant of fix months or a 
year old, fhould have a milder fort, he would not dic 
of it, would not be mark’d, nor ever be affliéted with 
it again. In order therefore to preferve the life and 
beauty of their children, they gave them the fimall- 
pox, by inoculating in the body of a child, a pultle 
‘.taken from the moft favourable fort of fmall-pox, that 
‘ could be procur’d. The experiment could not 
* poflibly fail. The Turks, who are a people 
‘ of good fenfe, foon adopted this cuttom ; infomuch, 
‘ that at this time there is nota Bafia in Conttantinople, 
« but communicates the fmall-pox to his children, im- 
‘ mediately upon their being wean’d. Some pretend, 
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‘ the Arabians. In the reign of king Grorce 
‘ the firit, the lady Wortiey Movunrtacue, being 
‘ with her husband, who was ambaffador at the Port, 
* made no fcruple to communicate the {mall-pox to an 
‘ infant of which fhe was deliver’d at Conttantinople ; 
‘ which had the moft happy effe&t. At her return, 
‘ this lady communjcated the experiment to the prin- 
* cefs of Wales ; who, thé moment fhe heardof inocula- 
* tion, caus’d an experiment to be made on four criminals 
‘ fentenc’d todie. By which being affur'd of the ufeful- 
* nefs of this operation, the princefs caus’d her own chil- 
* dren to beinoculated. A great part of the kingdom fol- 
* low’d her example 5 and fince that time, ten thoufand 
‘ children, at leait, of perfons of condition owe in this 
c manner their lives to her majeily, and the lady Wort:

é teyMounracugs andas many of the fair fex are oblig’d 
‘ to them for their beauty, ———- I am inform’d, that

‘ sons fince they are thought to be the wifeit and 
¢ beft govern'd people in the world. They indeed don’t 
¢ communicate this diftemper by inoculation; but at the 
‘ nofe; in the fame mianner as we take fnuff. This is 
a more agreedble way, but then it produces the fame 
effet; and proves at the fame time, that had inocu- 
lation been praétis’d in Francé, ‘twou’d have fav'd 
the lives of thoufands.

cerning Inoculation with thefe words, ‘ It is imadvertent- 
‘ ly aftirm’din the Chriftian countries in Europe, that the 
¢ Englith are fools and madmen: fools, becaufe they 
* give their children the fmiall-pox to prevent their catch- 
ing iti and madmen, becaufe they wantonly communi- 
cate a certain and dreadful diftemper to their children; 
merely to prevent an uncertain evil. The Englih, on 
the other fide, call the reft of the Bu coward] 
and unnatural: cowardly, betaufe they are afraid of 
putting their children toa little pains unnatural, be- 
caufe they expgfe them to die one time or other of the 
{mall-pox. But that the reader may be able to judge, 
whether the Englifh, or thofe who differ from them 
in opinion; are in the right, here follows tli¢e liittory 
of the fam'd Inoculation’, The reader may ea- 
fily judge, whether there is more of cowardije and unna- 
turalne/s in thofe Chriftians who decline, or of /o/- 
/y and madnefs in thofe who tollow the example of wild 
Circaffian Tartars and Turks, in trying an experiment 
upon their children ; which the formet firtt pat in 
practice upon their daughters, with no otlier view but 
to qualify them to be fold for ftrumpets to the latter. 

« That fcarce one perfon in a thoufand was ever at- 
« tack’d by a fimall-pox of 4 violent kind’. ——~ It is 
only this violent kind, which either kills or disfigures per- 
fons ; and fince it happen’d. fearce to one in a thouiand, 
what occafion was there to praétife inoculation ? oO! 
but this gentleman affures us juft before, thatit ‘ orren 
‘ Kappen’d, that thefe Circaflians were fruftrated of all 
‘ their hopes’y either by the death, or the deformity of 
their dete that is, it often happened, that afr20f? 
one ina thoufand either died, or was rendered deform’d. 

‘ Nor be ever afflicted with it again’. —— How is 
this confittent with the obfervation they had juft made, 
that * fome perfons had this diftemper three or four 
‘ times’? —— Very plainly: they might dave it, but not 
be affifed with it, having it very favourably. 

‘ The experiment could not poffibly fail’. ——— Not 
in Circaffia, if you will believe Monfieur; there being, 
no doubt, fomething peouliar to that country, which 
— deformity or death by inoculation there impof- 
ible. 

‘ Ten thoufand children, at Jeaft, of perfons of con- 
‘ dition, owe their lives, &c. and as many of the fair 
* {ex are oblig’d to them for their beauty’. This ac- 
count of 20,000, or 15,000 children at leaft, inoculated 
in England, 10,000 of whom were children of perfons of 
condition, and as many of them are now beautiful young 
ladies, was till now a great fecret to the world : and if not 
invented by this writer, was probably communicated to 
him, by fome furgeon, a practitioner of inoculation, ia 
fome private converfation between them relating to the 
pox. And, I fear, it is no truer than two other affertions 
which follow, * That the fmall-pox does not prove fatal 
‘ to fo much as one, among thofe who are inoculated 
in Turkey or in England, unlefs the patient be infirm, 
or would have died, had not the experiment been 
made upon him; and that no one is disfigur’d, no 
one has the fmall-pux a fecond time, if the inocula- 
tion was perfect’. If to reconcile the former to truth, 
the exceptions be taken in their utmoft extent, they 
will render that as ridiculous, as the latter evidently is, 
by fuppofing that the inoculation may be imperfe@, and 
confequently leave the patient expofed to the dif- 
mal confequences of the natural {mall-pox.
